PREFACE 

This  catalog  is  the  result  of  nearly  nine  years'  search  for 
printed  matter  relating  to  business.  The  difficulty  of  discovering  and 
selecting  the  literature  of  business — using  literature  in  its  broadest 
sense  to  include  all  printed  matter — and  the  constant  calls  for  in- 
formation about  it,  led  us  to  record  what  we  found  for  the  use  of 
that  rapidly  increasing  number  of  people  who  are  interested  in  busi- 
ness   books    and    business   libraries. 

The  size  of  this  list  is  alone  a  convincing  argument  for  the  im- 
portance of  its  subject.  It  was  compiled  primarily  to  give  the 
business  men  of  Newark  a  comprehensive  }ct  simple  guide  for 
office  use  to  the  books,  directories,  periodicals,  etc.,  in  the  Business 
Branch  of  the  Newark  Free  Public  Library.  It  is  published  now 
that  the  libraries  and  business  men  of  other  cities  may  have  ready 
access  to  the  results  of  our  efforts  to  exploit  a  field  of  print  as  yet 
little  known.  This  book  is  not  a  complete  list  of  business  litera- 
ture, no'-  even  a  complete  catalog  of  all  that  is  in  the  Business 
Branch,  which  includes  several  thousand  books  of  a  general  charac- 
ter,  with   many  encyclopedias   and  reference  books. 

The  books  in  the  Main  Library  on  economics,  science  and  tech- 
nology are  not  duplicated  at  the  Branch.  The  whole  Main  Library 
•collection,  which  includes  a  fully  equipped  Technical  Department, 
is  made  easily  available  to  Business  Branch  borrowers  by  telephone 
and  by  three  daily  deliveries  between  the  two.  Some  subjects  have 
been  included  which  have  only  an  indirect  relation  to  business.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  give  more  than  a  suggestion  of  what  may 
be  found  on  these  related  subjects. 

Acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  of  the  very  helpful  cooperation 
of  the  Associated  Advertising  Clubs  of  the  World  in  the  publication 
of  this  catalog.  This  association  is  the  first  national  business  organ- 
ization to  recognize  the  value  of  public  libraries  to  business.  It  has 
carried  forward  a  campaign  to  interest  public  libraries  in  business 
literature  and  to  interest  advertising  clubs  in  public  libraries. 

Singularly  enough,  business  men  have  been  the  last  to  ask  or  to 
receive  special  consideration  from  tax-supported  public  libraries ; 
•coming  after  scholars,  scientists,  artists,  children,  teachers,  club- 
women, manufacturers,  artisans,  foreigners,  for  whom  most  persons 
seem  to  think  libraries  were  specially  established.  The  public  library 
is  now  concerning  itself  with  business  in  all  its  aspects  and  in  broad- 
ening its  work  has  found  a  strong  ally  in  the  Associated  Advertising 
Clubs  of  the  World. 

If  this  catalog  seems  to  fill  a  need,  a  revision  will  be  published 
later  giving  publishers,  prices  and  annotations.  If  there  is  a  call 
for  them,  supplements  will  be  issued  from  time  to  time,  which  will 
be  incorporated  in  the  revision.

How  to  Use  This  List 


This  is  a  guide  to  books,  directories  and  pe- 
riodicals relating  to  business,  commerce  and 
finance.  Advertising,  selling,  accounting, 
credit,  office  management  and  methods,  effi- 
ciency and  the  administrative  side  of  business 
are  fully  represented. 

It  is  more  than  a  list  of  books  ;  it  is  a  com- 
plete catalog,  with  authors,  titles  and  subjects, 
arranged  in  a  single  alphabet.  Each  book, 
directory  or  periodical  is  entered  under  au- 
thor, title,  and  as  many  subjects  as  may  be 
needed  to  represent  it  fully. 

To  find  books  on  a  given  subject,  look  for 
that  subject  as  in  an  encyclopedia;  to  find 
books  by  a  given  author,  look  for  that  author ; 
to  find  a  book  with  a  given  title,  look  for  that 
title. 

Books  have  l)een  listed  under  catch  titles  in 
addition  to  the  official  titles.  For  example, 
"A  B  C  Universal  Commercial  Electric  Tele- 
graphic Code"  is  also  entered  under  "A  B  C 
Cable  Code." 

A  book  by  two  authors  is  listed  under  the 
name  of  each  author.  For  example,  "Letters 
that  Make  Good,"  by  G.  W.  Poole  and  J.  J. 
Buzzell,  appears  under  Poole  with  no  mention 
of  Buzzell,  and  under  Buzzell  with  no  mention 
of  Poole. 


Under  each  subject  are  references  to  closely 
related  subjects.  For  example:  "Express  ser- 
vice. See  also  Forwarders ;  Parcel  Post ; 
Postal  service;  Railroads — Rates;  Shipment  of 
goods ;  Transportation." 

"Prices.  See  also  Cost ;  Cost  and  standard 
of  living;  Economics;  Gold;  Panics;  Wages." 

"Advertising.  See  also  Advertising  cards; 
Advertising  law ;  Bill  posting  trade ;  House 
organs ;  Mail  order  business ;  Novelties ; 
Posters  ;  Salesmanship  ;  Window  dressing." 

Special  lists  have  been  included  as  follows: 

"Jobbers,  commission  merchants,  etc,"  lists 
all  the  directories  containing  this  information 
as  well  as  export  agents,  manufacturers' 
agents,  brokers,  etc. 

"Trade  and  commercial  organizations"  lists 
all  the  directories  that  include  lists  of  organiza- 
tions with  officers,  etc. 

"Directories,  Trade  and  professional,"  etc. 
lists  163  directories  and  annual  publications. 

"Directories,  Foreign"  lists  the  more  impor- 
tant directories  of  foreign  countries. 

"Trade  marks"  lists  all  the  directories  that 
index  articles  sold  under  a  trade  name. 

"Periodicals"  .  lists  representative  business 
periodicals. 

"Year-books"  lists  many  publications  of  a 
general  character.
